The rejections above have been traversed and, as 
snr.h, the applicant respectfully requests reconsideration 
of the allowability of claims 1, 3-5^ and 23-2 6. 

2, As discussed above, claim 1 was rejected based .on 
the combination of Higgins and Corley. Claim 1 has been 
amended to include the sabj«:icjL iiicitter of allowable claim 2* 
For these reasons. Applicant believes that Claim 1 and 
claims 3-5 that depend therefrom are patentably distinct 
from the prior art, 

3- Claim 23 was also rejected based on the 
combination of Higgins and Corley. Claim 23 has t»een 
amended to include the subject matter of allowable claim 
27* For these reasons, Applicant believes that Claim 23 and 
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claims 24-26 that depend therefrom are patentably distinct 
from the prior art. 
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For the foregoing reasons, the applicant believes thai 
claims 1, 3-5 and 23-26 are in condition for allowance and 
respectfully request that they be passed to allowance.
